Call Halt on Laos 


The Communist tactic of talking peace 
while waging war requires exposure. 
Therefore the Western walkout from the 
Geneva talks on Laos was due. 


Khrushchev agreed with President 
Kennedy at Vienna to bring about an ef- 
fective cease-fire in Laos. He hasn’t done 
it. The Communist troops have shoved on 
into the town of Padong. And the United 
States, Britain and France have shoved 
off from the peace conference until the 
Communists call a halt to the fighting. 

There is a limit to all things. Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s near-ultimatum to Russia 
on Laos is still in effect. The United States 
has taken a loss in Laos. But it cannot 
afford and will not accept an indefinite 
humiliation. 

The Geneva walkout reminds Khru- 
shchev of this. At the same time it re- 
minds the world of how far communism 
will fudge its boundaries forward by 
bloodshed while telling the world it wants 
peace.

Has DeKalb County 
Reached Turning Point? 


One of the biggest problems of fast- 
growing residential counties such as De- 
Kalb is fhat the demand for services by 
new arrivals always threatens the 
growth of the county’s ability to provide 
services. It forces the county administra- 
tion to run full tilt in order to stand still. 

Since 1955, when the county held a tax 
reappraisal, here is what has happened 
there: _. | 

From 1956 to 1957, the population in- 
creased 7 per cent, the tax digest in- 
creased 9 per cent. The next year the 
population increased 6 per cent and the 
digest 9 per cent. From 1958 to 1959, the 
increase was 7 per cent for the digest, 
about 5,25 per cent for population. 

Figures released this week show that 
the increases from 1959 to 1960 were 10% 
per cent for the digest and less than 5 per 
cent for population. : 

DeKalb officials are pleased at this 
but they haven’t analyzed it yet.

Do With Our Sins? 


To say that we are all sinners is not much 
of a compliment. Yet, most adults have passed 
the debating stage. We know we are sinners. 


‘That’s nice ‘of you boys’.”

Some are saved by the grace of God. Our world with its tragic 
hurry knows that sin is the logical result of disobedience toward 
God. The day of academic debate about sin’s reality is far spent 
in most circles, and the naked reality of its presence is seen on 
every hand, So, we come today to ask, ‘‘What shall we do with 
them?’’ That should be. the question of every intelligent person 


today. 

One way is to hide sins: 
an old art, dating back to the 
garden of Eden . . . the be 
lief that guilt can be concealed, 
which in itself is an admission 
of wrong doing. A sense of 
false security is Satan’s sug- 
gested way to handle transgres- 
sion. Once the evidence is com- 
pletely destroyed, a temporary 
security comes, which, when 
taken at face value seems that 
one has gotten away with it. 
Were it possible to pass the 
board of society without any- 
one ever knowing about it, still 
the idea of hiding is destruc- 
tive psychologically. Once one 
packs his guilt down into the 
subconscious self, it merely re- 
mains to fester and to come out.

form. 

Or, one can apologize for his 
sins. In the New Testament 
there are two words for repent; 
one means to feel sorry, a 
change of mind about the wrong 
doing. The other means a re- 
morseful heart, a complete 
about-face in emotion and in- 
tention. 

Thousands of people feel that 
all that is necessary is to ration- 
alize their sins. That is, to ad- 
mit that since we are all hu- 
man and none are perfect, cer- 
tain blunders are to be made 
in society, certain errors in 
human conduct, but really they 
are not so bad after all, and 
this outmodéd talk about God, 
punishment, hell is a left-over 
from out-moded theology. To 
them sin is but the process of 


evolutionary growth, the inevit- 
able friction points of many 
people living in the same place. 

What shall we do with our 
sins? Hiding is not enough— 
the searching eye of God pene- 
trates the deepest recesses of 
the heart.

For a Sucker

From here on out I’m going to regard as utterly 
ridiculous any statement by an actor that he wants 


to quit show business. 


I took at face value an utterance by Raymond 
Burr, the dapper star of Perry Mason, when he said: 


“T’ve had it. I just can’t take 
it any more.”

So 
were numerous other newsmen 
who fell for the story that Burr 
was giving up the Mason series. 


Early Thursday, this message 
came from CBS-TV Central in 
Hollywood: 

“There were contract negotia- 
tions which resulted in reports 
that Burr was quitting the show. 
However, talks have been suc- 
cessfully concluded. Burr will 
continue as Mason for the next 
several seasons. He will leave 
for Australia this weekend. He 
will begin taping his new shows 
July 13.” 


I FEEL LIKE one of the 
sports writers who sometimes 


are put in the embarrassing sit- 
uation of acting as bargaining 
agents for ballplayers, fighters 
or other athletes who, by issu- 
ing statements to the press, are 
able to get a raise in pay. The 
old ‘‘hold-out’’ yarns about the 
baseball greats of yesteryear 
are all too familiar. 


By stating to the press that 
he had “had it,” that he 
couldn't ‘“‘take it any more,” 
Burr aroused the sympathy of 
his vast audience. Letters from 


irate fans probably poured into 


CBS-TV headquarters. 


Moved by this outpouring, 
CBS-TV 
negotiating with Burr, meeting 
his demands for a more liberal 
split of royalties, a more lenient 
work schedule and other things 
the handsome actor felt he de- 
served after years of devotion 
to duty. 


I don’t mind being a pawn in 
helping a fellow. get a raise. Had 
it been put on that basis, I 
probably would have gone to 
bat for him. But I do not like 
being “taken” in by a sharp 
publicity scheme. 


It appears that Burr never 
had any intentions of quitting 
the show. He merely wanted to 
maneuver CBS-TV into a Corner 
with a squeeze play wihch has 
been employed by many of the 
old pros’ of both the sports and 
entertainment worlds.

The untrimmed hat I used 
cost only 69 cents and the bag 
$1. You can find these inexpen- 
sive accessories at most chain 
stores, along with the trim used. 


YOU'LL NEED: One, 1-3 yard 
gingham check fabric, 36 inches 
wide; 9 yards double-fold bias 
tape in color to match ging- 
ham; 8 yards rickrack, same 
color as tape. 


TO CUT: 


1. Make a pattern for sizes 
12-14, using the measurements 
in the diagram. For a smaller 
size, subtract one inch from all 
measurements EXCEPT the 
neck, This remains the same. 
Make this alteration before cut- 
ting it out. 


PATTERN NOTE: Hat and 
bag band measurements should 
be checked with the accesso- 
ries you use. They may have to 
be cut shorter. Both bands are 
cut on a double thickness of fab- 
ric for body. The bag band is 
cut 32 inches long but is then 
cut in half (16’’), giving you a 
band for each-side of the bag.
